Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 1902. 
The sanguine view of the Venezuelan 
situation taken in my letter of a week 
ago proves, in the light of subsequent 
events, to have been amply 
Not only have all the parties to the 
difficulty consented to submit their 
differences to arbitration but they have 
accepted the suggestion of the United 
Sutes and will employ the good officers 
of the Hague Tribunal. Numerous 
administrative details to be 
perfected aad even some more important 
contentions on the partof the 
await final settlement, but it is known 
that Secretary Hay bas already 
work on the preliminary protocel 
which, when signed, will confide to the 
Hague the arbitrament of the 
claims and differences. was a 
time during the past week, when it 
was feared that the President would 
be compelled to accept the onerous 
task of arbitrating the case, such being 
the wishes of the Allies, but Secretary 
Hay with great diplomacy succeeded in 
making it clear that it would be an 
imposition to ask the President to per- 
form so difficnlt and thankless an 
undertaking, and emphasized the 
wisdom of following the example of 
this country in the Pius 
honoring the international 
which all the involved 
established for 
the present. 
Second in importance 
factory progress of the 
negotiations, has been the publication 
of the terms the Cuban treaty 
negotiated in Havana by General Tasker 
H. Bliss, acting under the instructions 
of Secretary Hay. The general trend of 
the treaty was outlined in these letters 
some weeks ago but now absolute facts 
can be stated. The reduction from pre- 
vailing tariff rates provided is 20 per 
cent. on all goods not on the free list at 
time, but in addition, the 
United States receives a large number 
of specisl discounts in the 
judgment of the administration, will 
secure to the manufacturers and pro- 
ducers of this country an absolute 
monopoly of the Cuban trade.

Great Britain and Germany have pro- 
tested against what they 
failure on the part of this country to 
maintain that policy, In of 
such failure they cite the of 
Manila hemp and fibre on which the 
Philippine Commission, with 
of Congress, has imposed an export 
duty of $7.50 per top, which duty, 
however, is remitted when the product 
is shipped to the United States. 
Senator Lodge of the Philippine com- 
mittee has always argued that the open 
door policy must stand and for that 
reason no advantage could be afforded 
the United States on goods shipped 
into the Philippines, but it now looks 
as though that position was about to 
be abandoned. The Administration 
holds that as a possession of the United 
States the Philippines cannot be bound 
by the policy but must be regarded in 
the light of colonies, to which foreign 
nations have no greater right to expect 
equal import and export duties than 
they have to expect such duties 
importing from or exporting to 
British colonies, for instance. It is 
said that while the Peace Commission 
made some pledges in regard to such a 
policy, it was because the Commission 
did uot foresee that the islands were to 
become an actual possession of the 
United States but contemplated some 
form of independent government with 
merely a protectorate onthe part of 
this country. 

The adage that ‘‘he laughs best who 
laughs last’’ is being proven ia the 
case of the Senate and the Philippine 
monetary standard. Last session the 
House insisted on a gold standard for 
the islands, but the Senate objected 
and as a result the present standard 
was maintained, although the wise ones 
in the House predicted at the time 
that a change would have to be made 
soon. The necessity has now arisen 
and the Senate Philippine Committee 
has favorably reported a bill providing 
for the gold standard. This the 
second time, during this session, that 
the Senate has had to yield to the 
judgment of the House, the other 
instance being io regard tothe Cuban 
treaty, the President, as stated above, 
having determined to ask the sanction 
of the House if the Senate does not. 

Generally speaking, politics have 
been eschewed in Washington for this 
week and have given place to social 
gayety.

The public hearing on the petition of 
the Fore River Ship and Engine Co. 
fora location for a freight railroad 
served to bring outa large attendance 
of citizens at Wednesday night’s meet- 
ing of the City Council. 

Among those noticed in the audience 
were President T. A. Watson and Gen. 
Manager F. O. Wellington of the Fore 
River Co., Supt. H. E. Reynolds of the 
Street Railway, ex-Mayor J. 0. Hall, 
County Commissioner Marshall P. 
Wright, ex-Councilmen Walter S. Pink- 
ham and H. T. Whitman, Frank F. 
Crane and Howard Rogers,and Council- 
men-elect C. H. Hardwick, A. W. 
Loud and Julius Johnson. 

Councilman Polk was the only absent 
member. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the Commissioner of Public 
Works relative to changing the Police 
Signal box on Washington street, 
Quincy Point, for which a bill of $50 
had been received. To Committee on 
Finance. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the Commissioner of Public 
Works stating that the three years 
Street lighting contract expired Jan. 1, 
1905. To Finance Committee. 

Several petitions were received for 
minor licenses. Some were laid on the 
table to be acted upon later and others 
were referred. 

A petition was received for lights on 
Johnson avenue. To Committee on 
Streets, > 

L. C. Greeney petitioned for an ap- 
portionment of his sidewalk assess- 
ment. Granted. 

The committee on Streets reported 
reference to the next Council on the 
orders relocating the easterly end of 
Sea street and widening Sea street from 
‘*The Willows’’ to the new fire station. 

The Cummittee on Streets reported 
an order granting the New England 
Telephone Co. a location for oue pole 
on Cottage street. Ordered to a second 
reading. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
on a number of petitions for minor li- 
censes. Accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
reference to next Council on the peti- 
tions of Mary L. Richards and Gram & 
Pletch for refund of tax. Adopted. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
reported reference to next Council on 
the communications relative to eplarg- 
ing the High school and the ordinance 
establishing the office of Inspector of 
Buildings. 

Upon motion of Councilman New- 
comb the order for $700 for laying out 
Rock Island road was taken from the 
table. 

Upon motion of Councilman Freeman 
the date of the note was changed from 
Dec. 1, 1902 to Jan. 1, 1903. 

Councilman Fallon asked about land 
damages. He understood that some of 
the abutters were asking big prices 
for their land. He did not wish to 
block the order, but if there were land 
damages to pay, the amount should be 
incladed in the order. 

Councilman Freeman said he had re- 
ceived a bond covering land damages 
up to $200. 

The order was passed, Councilman 
Piper voting no. 

Upon motion of Councilman New- 
comb, the order for $1,500 for abating 
the nuisance at the corner of Washing- 
ton and Chubbuck streets was taken 
from tke table. 

Councilman Bass moved reference to 
the next council. Nothing could be 
done there until spring and he thought 
it unwise to borrow money now. 

Councilman Thompson asked of the 
Commissioner if work could not be 
done now. 

Commissioner Knowlton said it couid 
if a case of necessity, but it would be 
more economical to do it in the spring. 

Councilman Newcomb opposed the 
motion. The interest for three months 
would be slight and work could be 
done in the early spring. 

Councilman Whiton queried what 
the interest would amount to.

Later the adverse note on the 
nuisance order was reconsidered, when 
it was referred to the next City Council. 

A public hearing was held on the 
petition of the Fore River Ship and 
Engine Co. for a location for a freight 
railroad from the shipyard to the N. 
Y., N. H. & H. R R. 

Thomas A. Watson, president of the 
company, said the road was absolutely 
necessary if we are to increase our 
business. We are now employing 2000 
men with a pay roll of from $20,000 to 
$25,000 per week. With the present 
method of traosportation we can not 
increase, with the railroad there would 
be no limit to the size our plant, Bids 
are to be opened next week in Washing- 
ton for anotber battleship costing 
$4,000,000,00. 1t would be useless for 
us to bid for this vessel unless railroad 
connection was secured. There are 
also other industries whose coming 
here depends upon this railroad. At 
present we must do heavy carting over 
the streets, We ask to cross the streets 
at grade. If we should be required to 
separate the grades the expense would 
be prohibited. For along time there 
would be but one train a day, and some 
days pone, At present our own loco- 
motive could do the work, Later we 
hope to equip the line with electricity. 
Under the law the City Council could 
impose restrictions but he hoped they 
would not impose impossible ones. 

In reply to Councilman Nickersop 
Mr. Watson said, to go under Quincy 
avenue would cost 25 per cent. and 
possibly 50 per cent. more. He did 
not think $20,000 would raise Quincy 
avenue. We would have to stand the 
whole expense of building the road. 

In reply to Councilman Nichols, Mr. 
Watson said it would be more expen- 
sive to build a trestle over Quincy ave- 
nue than to raise the street. They 
could not have any heavy grade on ac- 
count of the heavily loaded cars. A 
trestle would add $30,000 to cost. 

In reply to Councilman Whiton, Mr. 
Watson said one train a day would 
take care of the freight for the Fore 
River and for the Tube works. One 


train a day would be sufficient for the; 


next two years. He did not think 
$20,000 would cover the cost of raising 
Quincy avenue. 

In reply to Councilman Langelier, 
Mr. Watson said, before we could get 
other industries to locate here, it was 
necessary to guarantee freight connec- 
tions. 

Councilman Langelier asked if City 
and street railway stood part of the ex- 
pense of raising Quincy avenue would 
it not be better to separate grade. 

Mr. Watson replied that it depended

woold stand: He did not thitk the 
street railway could be made to pay 
any part of it. 

Conncilman Thompson asked if the 
company would give a bond to separate 
the grades on Quincy avente in five 
years if necessary. 

Mr. Watson 1eplied that personally 
he would. If we thought we could not 
have the railroad we would not bid for 
the new battleship. We are now as 
large as it is economical for us to 
grow without railroad connection. 

Conncilman Bass asked why the com-

Mr. Watson. It would be no use for 
us to go to the Massachusetts Highway | 
Commission unless Quincy is willing 
we should cross. We should like to 


have the City Council grant us what’!

sioners. 

Councilman Langelier asked why the 
petition to Council was delayed until 
the last month of year, and was told 
that it was presented the same day the 
last land for ronte was purchased. 

Councilman Whiton asked if it wasn't 
a great risk to purchase land dependent 
on location being granted at grade, and 
was told that Fore River company often 
took such risks. 

Councilman Fallon asked what rate of 
speed was desired, and President Wat- 
son replied as slow as Council desires. 

W. G. A. Pattee appeared for the 
Quincy & Bostun street railway in favor 
of the petition. He thought that large 
industries like those which have located 
at Quincy Neck were of great benefit to 
the city and should be encouraged. 
They increase our population and 
wealth. ‘The street railway should be 
the most coucerned, but under certain 
restrictions which should be imposed, 
his company would oot oppose. Trains 
on the freight railroad should be 
operated slow; should come to a stop 
before crossing streets and await signal 
and street railway should be compensat- 
ed for expense it was put to, 

Councilman Whiton asked if Mr. 
Pattee favored because of bevefit the 
Street Railroad were to receive,and Mr. 
Pattee replied he knew of no benefits. 

Councilman Langelier asked if Street 
Railway would also be willing to stop 
its cars before crossing freight railroad. 
Mr. Pattee thought it would be an un- 
necessary burden. 

Councilman Nickerson asked if in bis 
opinion, could the grade crossing be 
prevented at outlay of $20,000, it should 
not be done. Mr. Pattee replied, not 
on a street so little travelled. 

W. S. Pinkham appeared in favor of 
petition. As Quincy avenue was a State 
Highway, the state and not the city 
would be liable for any accident which 
might happen, 

The city had no authority to change 
grade of a State highway. If freight 
railroad was elevated to go over Quincy 
avenue it would not be of any benefit 
to abutters with wharves on Hayward's 
creek. 

Councilman Nickerson asked if he 
was positive city had nothing to say 
as to separation of grade crossings. 
Mr. Pinkham admitted that he did not 
think State Highway Commission would 
grant a location without permission of 
city. 

Councilman Whiton said: You ad- 
mit then that there is some liability of 
accident. Mr. Pinkham replied: Not 
one-tenth the danger that now existed 
where street railway crosses busy 
streets. Here Council may impose 
regulations as to time of day railroad 
may be used, speed, etc. 

Councilman Thompson—Could State 
Highway Commission grant location 
without permit of Quincy. Mr. Pink- 
ham did not know but did not think 
they would. 

Councilman Bass asked—Do you ap- 
pear, Mr. Pinkham, as attorney or 
citizen. 

Mr. Pinkham—As attorney for Fore 
River Co., but as citizen I can give 
opinion. 

Councilman Bass—If location was 
granted now, would not city later be 
liable for expense of abolishing grade 
crossiag. 

Mr. Pinkbam—If it was it would be 
a small amount compared with benefits 
received. 

President Alden—Was there not a 
law that no railroad could in the future 
be constructed in this state to cross a 
street at grade. 

Mr. Pinkbham—Do not know of any 
such law. Thought be should if it was 
so. 
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Howard Rogers of the Crystal Spring 
Ice Co, was the only remonstrant, aod 
he said he did not wish to obstruct, 
the Ship company, but the proposed 
route passed between his ice house and 
his ice pond, and he had not been con- 
sulted. He hoped Council would not 
be hasty, but would take time to 
examine plans. 

Councilman Faxon queried if city 
had any jurisdiction except at street 
crossing.

Police Addressed by Mayor. 


Mayor Bryant dropped into the Police 
station Tuesday eveving at roll call and 
calling the men together in the guard 
room addressed them briefly. 
talk was of a friendly nature but be 
wisbed to impress upon them some 
things in rega:d to their duty in the 
future. 

Mayor Bryant is reported as follows: 
He said that he wanted the members of 
the force to work harmoniously to- 
gether. He wanted all petty jralousies 
dropped anda stricter attention paid 
to the rules of the department. 

The Mayor said he understood that 
in the past officers had tried to work 
up cases privately without notifying 
their superior officers of occurrences 
that had come under their observation. 
This, he said, would have to stup, and 
in the future all matters which were 
reported to officers while on their beats 
would have to be reported to head- 
quarters, 

Hereafter, the Mayor said, when the 
chief leaves headquarte:s the bouse offi- 
cer in charge is to be obeyed when he 
issues instruction just the same as if 
the chief gave them. Inthe future if 
an officer fails to pull his box the Chief 
will be notified at bis home by the 
house officer in charge, and he will 
promptly investigate the cause. 

Another rule which tbe Mayor issued 
was compelling the officers to ring 
in telephone calls after 10 p. m. 
instead of their regular duty call. In 
one case in the past, it was said, an 
officer was helped to ring his calls by 
somebody not connected with the de- 
partment, 

In concluding bis talk, Mayor 
Bryant said an officer would be publicly 
reprimanded forthe first violation of 
the rules, and that a second violation 
would mean dismissal. 


Betts Made Restitution.

Petition State Highway Com. 


The Fore River Ship and Engine Co. 
Tuesday filed with the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission a petition asking 
for a permit to construct the proposed 
freight railway across Quincy avenue, 
which recently became a State highway. 

Relating to the maintenance of State 
Highways, Section 11, of Chapter 47 of 
the Revised Laws provides that 

‘*Said Highway Commission shall 
keep all State highways reasonably 
clear of brush, sball cause suitable shade 
trees to be planted thereon if practi- 
cable, and may establish and maintain 
watering troughs upon said highways. 
No opening shall be made in any such 
highway nor shall any structure be 
placed thereon, por shall any structure 
which has been placed thereon be 
changed or renewed, except in accor- 
dance with a permit from the commis- 
sion, which shall exercise complete and 
permanent control over such bighways.’’ 

Section 13 relates to injuries sustained 
by persons travelling over State high- 
ways, the Commonwealth being liable 
for the same. 

From the reading of the above, it 
would appear that the City of Quincy. 
has no jurisdiction over the main- 
tenance, permanent repairs, or change 
of grade of State highways; but it lies 
in the State Highway Commission.

The latest contribution to the anti- 
trust agitation consists of the Hoar 
bill which the venerable senator from 
Massachusetts made public last week. 
The measure is sweepiog in its pro- 
visions and, as was to be expected, 
was immediately attacked by persons 
opposed to anti-trust legislation. The 
most important opposition «so far 
expressed comes from Representatives 
Jutn J, Jenkins of Wiscousin, Mr. 
Jenkins is chairman of the committee 
on Judiciary, a majority of which com- 
mittee must be won to the support of 
the bill before it can come before the 
House for action. A summary of Mr, 
Jenkins’ opinion is to the effect that 
the trusts have nothing to fear and the 
people nothing to gain by the passage 
of the bill.

tions erecting an: stringing wires with- 
in our city limits. In my opinion 
there should be established an office of 
City Forester and Inspector of Wires, 
and I should prefer to have him act 
under the direction and intruction of 
the Board of Park Commissioners. 

This board would be interested more 
than any other in seeing that the city’s 
shade trees were properly cared for.

It is proposed during the present 
year toerect one other building in 
another portion of the city, and I 
believe that this pew arrrangement will 
do away with the objectionable 
features of the old system which have 
annoyed the people iesiding in the 
localities complained of. 

Previous Council bave from time to 
time received petitions for the removal 
of ashes, and I believe that if the 
Council will purchase the necessary 
horses and appliances to be used in the 
collection of ashes as well as the col- 
lection of cesspeol and vault matter, all 
to be done under the supervision of the 
Board of Health, the ashes can be re- 
moved without apy cost to the citizens, 
and the vault and cesspool matter can 
be taken care of at less expense to the 
householders than under the present 
contract system, and I therefore ask 
you to provide the necessary appro- 
priation for a system whicb will be 
self-supporting. 

FUEL FOR THE CITY. 

The distress of our people at the 
present time occasioned by their in- 
ability to procure fuel, except occasion- 
ally at prohibitive prices, has led me 
to investigate the qnestion as to 
whether or not it will be advisable for 
the city to make provision to purchase 
its own coal and wood in large quanti- 
ties in the future, 

We already own property at Quincy 
Adams, formerly used by the Water 
department, upon which there is a sid- 
ing connecting with the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, aud 
there is situated on the property a 
building in which a certain amount of 
coal can be stored, 

The city uses about 2,000 tons of coal 
per year. This includes the 
consumed at the schoolbouses, public 


amount 


buildings, hose houses, and that dis- 
tributed by the Poor department. 
If the duty of purchasing coal for all 


of these departments were imposed 
upon one officer of the city government, 


large 
saving in 


it would enable us to buy io 
quantities at a considerable 
cost. 

Heretofore the School Department has 
auvertised each year in the Quincy pa- 
pers for coal, which bas brought bids 
from none but Quincy dealers. Of 
course that department did not have 
the facilities for the transporting of 
coal or storing it, but if the city gov- 
ernment undertook to deal with the 
supply of fuel for the entire city on a 
systematic basis, I believe it would 
have no difficulty in purchasing its coal 
outside the state at a considerable sav- 
ing,and could distribute same with the 
city teams, 

lt may be necessary for you to make 
a small appropriation to carry out cer- 
tain plans, which I shall later submit 
to you, in reference to enabling us to 
receive coal at tide water. 

I would also call your attentionto the 
fact that there will probably be some- 
thing done in the way of securing legis- 
lation to enable cities and towns to 
borrow money for the establishment of 
municipal coal yards. 

It may be that it will take several 
years to secure such legislation, but in 
the meantime if we equip ourselves 
with the means of furnishing coal for 
various departments, we sball be ina 
position temporarily to supply our in- 
habitants in cases of emergency, such 
as we are now facing. 

CONCLUSION, 

Finally, members of the Council, it is 
obvious that not only the best bat the 
only way of achieving a successful ad- 
ministration of the city’s affairs is by 
intelligent co-operation; not alone the 
executive with the legislative, but each 
member of your body with the others. 

It is my political experience (which 
has been fairly loog and continuous)an 
almost unknown thing that a member 
of Council supports a measure from a 
selfish or mean motive, although in the 
heat of argument it is not uncommon 
to have this alleged. I would urge to 
each a wider tolerance of the opinion 
of tbe other as the best attitude of ac- 
complishing a barmony of results, 

Personally, I invite each member of 
this body, whether in or outof session, 
to confer with me unreservedly about 
apy measure contemplated or in pro- 
cess of enactment, believing that the 
frank, mutual discussion of position is 
the surest guarantee aguinst misunder- 
standing. 

In the coming year let us unite in 
our common purpose of accomplishing 
the solution of all municipal problems 
as they occur, with confidence in each 
other, and to this purpose I pledge my 
most earnest endeavor,

Telephones, Turkish 
baths, private nurses, physicians, every 
conceivable necessity aud luxury which 
formerly could not be found within the 
hotel is today a part of it, 

The old hotel was a spacious home 
where pcople returned year after year, 
where they kuew the proprietor, clerk 
and the office boy. All that is now 
changed. The mocera hotel is a great 
institation. Its keynote is imperson- 
ality. 

In the tirst place, the modern hotel 
must be as large as possible; otherwise 
it can not pry. As peuple demand al- 
most everything now in a hotel in the 
way of luxury and comfort, the runving 
of the house is a most expensive piopo- 
sition. Accordingly the business done 
must be on a huge s:ale, A prominent 
architect of New York said that in the 
case of a hotel built by him where the 
house was not a0 enormous caravansary, 
failure for a time was the result. A 
new wivg, however, was built making 
the house nearly twice as large. The 
increased business was so great without 
a@ commensurate increase of highly paid 
employes that the hotel became prof- 
itable—William Hutchins.

Stooped Shoulders of the Young. 


In this day and generation whea the 
minds of chiliren and youth are 
crammed with various kinds of knowl- 
edge, obtained at the public schools, it 
is not surprising that their bodies 
suffer in consequence. Not only does 
the right shoulder become lower than 
the other, from the weight of books 
carried by the cight arm, but the 
shouldeis drvop. In many cases shoul- 
der braces are tried as a remedy, tor- 
turing the wearer without any 
improvement, The reason for this lies 
in the fact that the use of braces does 
not in any way remove the cause. 
When one has for years assumed a 
stooped position, the bonesaad muscles 
become so adapted to it that it is hard 
to change the habit. Nothing but the 


utmost vigilance will enable the 
student tu overcome the habit of sit- 
ting with bowed shoulders. But 


stooped shoulders in many cases cannot 
be attributed to study. The deformity 
may be caused by sleeping on high 
pillows. As eight hours out of twenty- 
fuur are spent ino sleep, it is essential 
that the position assumed when sleep- 
ing should be a correct one. Let one 
who is round-shouldered try sleeping 
without a pillow. At first the want of 
it will be felt, but after a few weeks 
sleeping in this way, one cannot sleep 
comfortably with ove. This should be 
proof enough that the muscles of the 
neck and shoulders are becoming 
straighteced.—New York Ledger. 


A Digestible Cabbage. 


With a sharp knife cut a cabbage 
down through the head in slices one 
inch inthickness. Break them a little, 
so that they will easily be placed in 
the stewpan.

Let it cook ten 
minutes from the time it begins to 
boil. Then drain off what water may 
remain, put on it a small bit of butter 
and seni tothe table in a hot disb. 
Prepared in this way, cabbage is a 
delicate and delicious vegetable, and 
would be a surprise to anyone accus- 
tomed to the old way of boiling an 
hour or more, till its flavor has filled

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An Agreement. 


The two committees representing the 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Granit Cutters’ Union, who. have 
been considering the charges desired in 
the existing bill of prices, have com- 
pleted their labors. 

The two committees to an 
agreement on all but one clause.

This record will be open to inspection 
by the Union and Association at all 
times, so that it will be known when 
they have served long enough to enter 
the journeyman class. 

The two committees which have been 
considering the changes desired by the 
blacksmiths have not had such good 
luck. A number of meetings have been 
held but no understanding has been 
reached. 

Another meeting of these committees 
will be held next week, and if at this 
meeting they cannot agree, then the 
whole matter will go to a board of 
arbitration who will have until Feb. 25 
to make their finding, which will be 
binding upon both parties.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, Jan. 14, 1903. _ 

Most important to the bnsiness inter- 

ests of the State,of all subjects to come 
before the legislature the present ses- 
sion, is the report of the special com- 
mittze oo corporation laws. The sur- 
viving memSers are Charles G. Wash- 
burn of Worcester aud Frederick J. 
Stimson of Dedbam. The late Hosea 
M. Knowlton was chairman and the 
other two say that the report was nearly 
complete when he was stricken with his 
fatal illness and that nearly all of the 
ideas recommended have his approval. 
Their report was submitted tu the leg- 
islature today. ‘Their conclusions re- 
garding the unsatisfactory conditien of 
present laws are only a statement of 
the common complaints of business men 
for years and were the occasion of the 
appointment of the committee. This 
committee is not at all connected with 
the Socialist tendencies of the timer,al- 
though Mr. Stimson made a public 
speech in Dedham Tuesday night of 
this week favoring larger public regu- 
lation of corporations. But this com- 
mittee is a direct result of an effort by 
the corporation men to get easier terms 
of taxation, as well as of incorporation. 
The report is a thick pamphlet of over 
200 pages and shows evidence of 
thorough lawyers’ work. It cannot be 
summarized briefly. But the parport 
of the changes in the laws recommended 
as explained by the committee is to 
give relief to corporations whose pro- 
perty is partly in and partly out of the 
state or wholly out of the state, or in 
securities on which taxes are not as- 
sessed to a Massachusetts citizen, The 
committee is opposed to giving trusts 
organized under laws of other states 
(for none are organized under our laws) 
more privileges than are given to our 
home corporations, They recommend 
that an excise tax, one-tenth of our 
stite corporation tax, be put upon 
foreign corporations dving business in 
this state. 
Regarding this proposition, the com- 
mittee says: **This excise tax is im- 
posed upon its own corporations for tbe 
naked privilege of the corporate fran- 
chise, in cases where there is no corpo- 
rate property, to contribute to the sup- 
poit of the government, and it isclearly 
logical to impose a correspooding tax 
upon foreiga corporations which the 
state allows to do business within its 
limits, and share in the protection of 
its courts and laws in the profit of its 
markets. Such an excise tax, hardly 
more than a license fee, is imposed as 
part of the machinery of getting proper 
returos from such corporativas corres- 
ponding to the returds required of our 
own corporations. Both should be treat - 
ed alike, and it would beclearly absurd 
for the state, after subjecting its owo 
corporations, which presumably are 
chartered under laws proper for the 
protection of its citizens, to its careful 
supervision, to allow its whole system 
of legislation to be evaded by the 
simple process of taking outa foreign 
charter.’’ Now it remains to be seen 
what will be the result of this investi- 
gation. So far as it is proposed to re- 
lieve from taxation on any foreign 
stocks which are taxed under pressnt 
law, it is safe to assume, from the 
bitter and protracted contests of the 
past, that there will be sturdy opposi- 
tion to the plan of the committee. 

If our state board of agriculture 
wanted to hasten the day of its dissolu- 
tion, it could bardly bave acted more 
in that direction than it did at its 
annual meeting today when it refused to 
re-elect George M. Whitaker as general 
agent of the state dairy bureau. I

it is evident that this article was the 
cause of his losing his position. That 
is, what seems to be a petty desire to 
revenge one’s self, or to condemn him 
for what he was nut to blame for, has 
cust the state the services of an excellent 
officer. It is evident to candid men 
that if a member of the board lets per- 
sonal feelings enter into his actions 
upon public questions, which he bas no 
right to do, he is worthy of the censure 
of his society which he represents and 
of the public. I was told at the meet- 
ing that other charges were preferred 
against Whitaker, that he signed him- 
self ‘‘chief’’ instead of ‘*general agent’’ 
and that he did not submit his asnual 
report to the bureau before presenting 
it to the board. I kavw that he has 
submitted his report to the bureau 
before submitting it to the board. 
Whether he has ever failed to do so I 
no not know and it isa petty matter. 
The other charge is too trifling, if 
true, to consider, and I will not be- 
lieve it witbout evidenee. The truth 
is that Mr. Whitaker isa _ first class, 
but an underpaid official who works 
early and late for the protection of 
the dairy interests. He is of un- 
questioned honesty and ability and has 
had remarkable success, as statistics 
show, in prosecuting offenses against 
the dairy laws. Ido not believe that 
the reasons for refusing him re-election 
will stand public discussion for an in- 
stant. It would be the handsume thing 
for Mr. Harwood to decline the office 
and not be a party to this mistake.

The enormous 
mental strain he had _ undergone, 
coupled with the sensation of finding 
millions within his grasp, took away 
his reasopo, and he was confined in an 
asylum. He left no records to explain 
the process, and no amount of persua- 
sion drew the secret from him, which 
perished locked up in his brain when, 
two years later, he died, a belpless 
lunatic.—London Tit-Bits.

The drop in coal by Quincy dealers 
came at a time when it will be appre- 
ciated, 


The Quincy idea of serial loans is 
recommend by State Treasurer Brad- 
ford for Massachusetts. Again Quincy 
is in the advance. 


The independent coal operators of 
New York announce a reduction of 
$1.50 perton in coal f. o. b., and a fur- 
ther reduction is binted. Perbaps they 
find it don’t pay to be too independent. 

Even those who urged that the West 
Quincy end of the Metropoliton boule- 
yard be built, would be satistied if a 
start could be made on any part this 
year. Probably the Mayor will do. all 
he can io this direction. 


The population of Quincy, Jan. 1903, 
according to the estimate of the State 
Board of Health is 26,042, an increase 
of 735 over their estimate of 1902. 
The estimate is none too high, as the 
school census and list of voters give a 
reliable basis. 


The President is giving the country 
a maguificent illusiration of genuine 
energy in the White House. He has 
convinced Congress of the necessity of 
anji-trust legis ation and the result 
promises to be prompt relief from the 
evils attending the existence of certain 
trusts. 


It is too be regretted that the good 
old practice of petition is discouraged 
by the City Council.

Granite Difficulties Settled. 


According to the agreement between 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Unions, Tuesday was the last 
day the committees, representing these 
two organizations, Lad in which to 
come to an agreement as to the changes 
asked the first of December. All 
matters unsettled on that date were to 
be left to arbitration. 

As stated in the Ledger of last week 
an agreement had been reachetl with 
the cutters upon all but one item 
which is to be settled by arbitration. 

It was not until Tuesday night that 
the committees agreed on the black- 
smiths’ bill. Several meetings have 
been held but little or no progress was 
made until this date. They came to 
an understanding and adopted a, bill to 
run two years. 

The only item they failed to agree 
upon was that desired by the black- 
smiths in relation to surface machines. 
They asked that surface machines 
be classed as five men. This is an 
entirely new matter and as the com- 
mittees could not agree, this clause 
will be settled by arbitration. 

The blacksmiths asked for an increase 
from. $2.90 to $3 per day; that surface 
cutting machines be classed as five 
men; and that no apprentice be em- 
ployed in a shop unless a journeyman 
is also employed, and that in care of 
men being laid off the journeyman 
shall be kept at work. 

The bill as adopted with the excep- 
tion noted above, remaing practically 
the same as that in force tofay the 
blacksmiths agreeing to accept it for 
the next two years. 

The meetings of the two committees 
have been conducted with the utmost 
good feeling, the desire of both sides 
being to come to au understanding at 
the earliest possible moment. The 
settlement of the differences at such an 
early date will enable manufacturers 
to figure on new work with a better 
understandiog, and there is no reason 
why business should not boom in the 


The settlement is also a source of 
gratification to the business men and

New Brick Block. 


On Saturday, plans for the new 
block, to be erected by the Quincy 
Real Estate Trust, near the old street 
railway building, were on exhibition 
at Music hall for contractors to bid 
upon. During the afternoon several 
local builders figared upon them. 

The building, which will be of 
brick, will have a frontage} on Wash- 
ington street of 40 feet, and a total 
depth of 252 feet. It will be occupied 
by W. G. Sbaw, furniture, on the 
first tloor; the District and Probate 
courts on the second floor; and the 
Masouic orders on the third floor. 

Entrance to the building will be by a 
large doorway midway front, which 
leads into a wide vestibule. From here 
a door on the north leads to the first 
floor,and a stairway tothe floors above. 

Oo the first floor will be a maio 
office, 14 by 15 feet; a private office, 10 
by 10 feet; a store room 25 by 40, a 
shipping room 25 by 39 feet; and a 
shipping office. There is also an ele- 
vator to a store room in the rear of the 
second floor, a large vault, lavatories 
and a stairway leading to the basement. 

The stairway to the second floor is of 
marble, The whole front part will be 
occupied by the courts, and the rear

Chicago is to be the secne of the first 
experiments, aud eight acres of land at 
Devon avenue and Clark street bas been 
purchased for the erection of a plant or 
experimental station. 

The scheme worked out by Albert G. 
Whitney to his own satisfaction and 
that of the capitalists backing him, is 
to project a wire cable 250 miles above 
the earth, 


six will constitute a joint commission 
by the decision of which each is bound 
by treaty to abide. The settlement of 
this last remaining dispute between 
Great Britain and this country removes 
every ground for difference between the 
two vations and makes for that perfect 
harmony which has been the object of 
Secretary Hay ever since he took 
charge of the diplomatic relations of 
the United States. 
Congress now

of the market. The bill reported by 
the House Judiciary committee has 
received the approval of the Attorney 
General who states that it contains 
provisions which are needful to the 
proper prosecution of the present law 
against trade discrimination and that 
it in no instance violates the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. While the 
Democrats will urge the adoption of 
more drastic provisions than those 
contained in the proposed law, they 
will support it in lieu of something 
more in accord with their ideas. 
Briefly, the proposed law provides 


Ile says the atmosphere extends toa 
hightof about 17 miles above the earth. 
Above the atmosphere, Mr. Whitney 
says, is the ether and there the force of 
gravitation is away from, instead of 
toward the earth. 

The projection of 40 miles of cable, 
if Mr. Whitney’s theories are correct, 
would cause the whole cable to gravi- 
tate from the earth so tbat he could un- 
wind any quantity of cable and the 
wire would maintain its rigidity. 

Mr. Whitney says experiments have 
shown that the ethereal regions are 
surcharged with electricity and that 
this foree will be transmitted to the 
earth’s surface through the long wire 
able. 

The cable is to be three-fourths of an 
inch in diameter at the base, narrowing 
to one-eighth of an inch at its top. 

The problem of projecting the cable 
is Mr. Whitney's secret. He asserts 
that in alifetime of scientific investiga- 
tion he has discovered a means of pro- 
jecting the cable which will be shown 
to be as simple as the principles in- 
volved is wireless telegraphy. 

The company is incorporated for

the United States and has applied for 
patents in 17 foreign countries.

No corporation is endangered by the 
provisions of the bill unless it is 
engaged in operations in violation of 
the law now onthe statute or of its 
spirit.’’ 

The Littlefield anti-trust Dill will 
doubtless pass the House at an early 
date with few dissenting votes. It 
remains to be seen, however, what the 
Senate will do with it. It is well 
known tbat the upper chamber con- 
tains champions—it might almost be 
written creatures—of the great corpor- 
ate interests of the country and they 
are to be found in both parties, Under 
the rules of Senate a few meo are all 
powerful and the question which now 
interests the vast army of consumers is 
whether the Senate will permit an 
adequate and effectual trust bill to be 
placed on the statutes. 

When the Senate first convened this 
winter the leaders were unanimous 
in their statements that there would 
be no anti-trust legislation.

What is the meaning of the word 
‘*Mizpab,’’? which lovers delight to 
engrave upon lockets for presentation 
to their sweethearts?

They have proven 
the futility of further debste on the 
question and made evident the fact 
that the opposition is either deter- 
mined to filibuster until the 4th of 
March or to avai] themselves of the 
Statehood debate to prevent all legisla- 
tive enactment at this session.

No Town Coal Yards. 


The supreme judicial court of Massa- 


chusetts is of the opinion that cities 
and towns have no right under the 
constitution to go permanently into 
the fuel basiness, and so announced to 
the General Court on Thursday last. 

In substance the court holds that the 
establishment of permanent municipal 
fuel yards is unconstitutional both 
under normal conditions and in the 
present condition as well. 

The majority of the court holds that 
municipalities can sell fuel while 
famine or extraordinary emerg ney 
exists, but only then, while Justice 
Loring, dissenting, is, of the opinion] 


that under no circumstances can muni- 
cipalities have authority to sell fuel.

It was 
broughtto Plymouth by Governor Brad- 
ford in 1620 in the Mayflower, and de- 
scended from him to his son, Major 
Bradford, who died in 1715, and was 
interred on Burial Hill. By him it was 
given to his son Elisha, and the family 
records begin with Elisha in his own 
chirography. From Elisha Bradford 
down through the various generations 
it was always said the volume belonged 
to Governor William Bradford, and was 
brought over by him from England. —

In the list of petitions before the 
Legislature, says the Globe, are a large 
number for the completion of parkways 
and boulevards in different sections of 
the metropolitan district.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, Feb. 4, 1908. 

Once in a while the personal interest 
in a watter outweighs the public ina 
much larger matter. This is the case 
with the petition of Daniel Leonard of 
Feeding Hills, ia the town of Agawam, 
who asks the legislature to give bim 
$4,000 from the Hampden county 
treasury to make up a sum of the same 
size which he lost in a gold brick 
swindle.’ The committee on counties 
yave their hearing to the victimized 
petitioner this forenoon. He is an 
elderly man, probably over sixty years 
of age. He was very neatly dressed. 
His high standing collar was of the 
latest style. He seemed to be fresh 
from the hands of a barber. He looked 
as intelligent as the average owner of 
many thonsand dollars, and it seemed 
as if aman who could appear so well 
ought to know more than to be caught 
by the gold brick swindle. It seems 
that the rascal who imposed upon him 
worked into bis good graces by going 
to church and talking religion out in 
the horsesheds after the sermon. Then 
he led him on by telling about a ranch 
he owned out in Arizona, about his 
effort to borrow money, about offering 
two gold bricks as security and about 
his going toa man who pretended to 
be a government analyst to bave them 
analyzed. Of course they were found 
to be pure gold, ‘Then the deluded 
man went to the bank and took out 
$4,000 in good cash, which he turned 
over his new friend, tsking the 
bricks in security. Of course they 
were not gold and of course he lost his 
money. As soon as he heard the facts, 
he did what he could to secure the ar- 
rest of the crimivals, He offered a re- 
ward of $500 for the arrest of the two 
men and he actually spent some money. 
He did not pay the reward, but the 
thieves were arrested in consequence of 
his effort. He refused an offer to let 
them off if they would repay bim $3,500. 
Ultimately the bail of $5,000 was for- 
feited. Now Mr. Leonard believes that 
the money was put into the Hampden 
county treasury because it came out of 
bis pocket, and he believes that, since 
he did what he could to secure the ar- 
rest of the criminals, from a_ public 
point of view, he ought to have his 
refunded. Ile made a very 
strong appeal to the sympatby of the 
commitice, 

But it looks if the committee 
would not be influenced by sympathy. 
Former Representative Stephen S. Taft 
of Pulmer was counsel for Hampden 
county and his argument, which seemed 
to go to the judgment of the commit- 
tee was to the effect that the money 
was in the county treasury under order 
of the court, that it had been paid out 
inthe ordinary course of county ex- 
penses and that if the grant of $4,000 
were made, then the sum would have to 
be raised by taxation, the same as if 
the original $4,000 bad not been paid 
in. Bat Col. John T. Rice of Spring- 
field, who was the counsel forthe victim 
of gold brick contidence, argued that 
the forfeit money was as truly Leonard’s 
money as if it had not takena circuitous 
route to get into the county treasury. 
Technically, be admitted, the money 
belonged to the county, but morally, it 
was stolen goods and he did not believe 
that a man in the county wanted his 
taxes made lighter by taking $4,000 out 
of an honest taxpayer in thatway. The 
fact that the case of Reed in Middlesex 
county a few years ago was decided 
against the petitioner, seemed to have 
weight with the committee and it does 
not look as if Leonard would get bis 
money back, though there was sym- 
pathy for him in the loss of his money 
and approval for his course in refusing 
to be bought off by $3,500. But the fact 
that it would have been a crime for 
him to have been bought off somewhat 
took the edge off from the argument 
that he ought to be rewarded for his 
virtue. 

A petition was presented in the house 
this afternoon which will surely raise 
an issue between Catholics and Protest- 
ants, if it is pressed .to a vote. It is 
the first bill in way of sectarian legisla- 
tion which bas been seen for a long 
time and it is the first bill of its clase 
which has ever been presented. It says 
that the text-books which are used in 
the public schools shall be used in all 
of the private schools of the state and 
that the enforcement of the law shall 
be in the hands of the state board of 
education. Of course private schools 
means parochial schools, in this matter. 
The effect of the bill, if passed, will be 
to establish a uniform set of text-books 
in all schools of the state and to pre- 
vent the of distinctive books in 
parochial schvols, It is not to be sup- 
that such a bill can pass the 
legislature without some stronger argu- 
ment than can be presented on the face 
of the messuie, though it is evident 
that the plea will be that the instruc- 
tion in all schools ought to be uniform 
in order that all of the children in the 
state shall have the same kind and de- 
gree of training. Criticism has been 
heard in furmer years that the text- 
books in parochial schools were not up to 
date as thorovghly as in the public 
schouls and that the children educated 
there did not have the benetit of the latest 
discoveries in science, But in recent 
years I do not remember to have heard 
any such argument presented, At any 
rate, this bill is of just the soit which 
will provoke a sectarian discussion. 

Ancther matier which will surely 
make sectarian division is the petition 
for an appropriation of $10,000 for 
Carney hospital. When a similar ap- 
propriation was presented a few years 
ago, the stoutest kind of opposition 
was made to it. For several years it 
was defeated. But the petitioners 
came again. The argument which 
carried the day for several years was 
that it was against the constitution 
and public policy to make a state ap- 
propriation for a sectarian institution. 
The argument which finally prevailed 
was that this was not a sectarian insti- 
tution in the obnoxious sense, and that 
it did good to all sorts of people in the 
State, regardless of their religious affili- 
ations. But it is to be presumed that 
the former argument against the appro- 
priation will be revived this year. 

It is impossible today to say just 
where the legislature stands in regard 
to the amount and quality of business 
compared with recent years, but it 
looks as if there were more petitions 
and bills by number this year than ever 
before. But there is to be noticed a 
distinct proportion of bills and peti- 
ions which do not rest upon public 
necessity. Speaker Myers openly de- 
nounces them and says that they simply 
mean money to the persons who put 
them in. That is, this is proposed 
‘‘strike’’ legislation whereby certain 
rascally petitioners threaten adverse 
legislation to money interests with the 
expectation of being bought off. It° is 
a pity that such petitioners cannot be 
punished by law for putting in such 
unwortby business,

vealed. If the temptation were for the 
the witnesses to tell all they could of 
the inside of this business,it is evident 
that a very different story would appear. 
While the legislative committee is per- 
baps as good as could have been select- 
ed, yet it is the comment of the specta- 
tors that the coal men are so much 
more familiar with the details of their 
business than the committee are, that 
the committee are ata serious disad- 
vantage. This is unfortunate, for what 
is needed in such an investigation as 
tbis is a man at the head of the_com- 
mittee who knows the ins and outs, the 
windings and sinuosities of the cual 
business, so that he can follow the 
witness and force the truth ont of bim. 
But enough has been developed to show 
that there bas been a powerful combi- 
pation of the dealers, in addition toa 
combination outside of the state which 
made it very; difficult for the local 
dealers to get coal for their customers, 

The decision of the supreme court 
that municipal fuel yards would be un- 
constitutional has putan end to all 
thought of passing any bills this year. 
The only thing to do is tu press the 
constitutional amendment which will 
permit theestablishment of such yards, 
and there is uo doubt that the move- 
ment will be strong, though the argu- 
ment of the court will doubtles 
strengthen the opposition, and the fact 
that they were vearly unanimous will 
also help the opponents of any fuel yard 
legislation. 

No fewer thao five bills are before 
the legislature for a reorganization of 
the state board of agriculture. Various 
schemes are proposed, but most of 
them reduce the size of the board 
materially, bringing it down to nine or 
twelve members. Most of them provide 
for a commissioner of agriculture, who 
is to be executive head of the board, and 
most of them establish two bureaus, 
one to be the cattle bureau and the 
otber the dairy bureau. One of the 
leading agricultural members of the 
legislature, who is opposed to abolish- 
ing the present board, says today that 
the opposition to General Agent Whita- 
ker of the dairy bureau made a tactical 
mistake when they refused him a re- 
election, because some of the effort to 
reorganize the board arises from indig- 
nation over the sacrifice of Mr. Whita- 
ker. This member says that in the 
court records of the state itis difficult 
to find an officer who bas .been so suc- 
cessful in securing convictions as Mr. 
Whitaker has and as results are what 
is wanted, the most efficient man for 
the place, as far as the records show, 
bas been thrown down for petty rea- 
sons. Possibly the opposition to a 
change will be able to prevent one, but 
the state grange has put ina bill re- 
organizing the board, and when such 
a representative farmers’ organizalion 
as that declares itself, by work of its 
executive committee, in favor of a 
change, it will go far to make other 
members of the house believe that they 
Lave a case,

Crane Divorce Case, 


A divorce case, the incidents leading 
to which have caused considerable 
gossip in the good old city of Quincy, 
came up for trial on Thursday in the 
Norfolk superior court at Dedham, at 
the jury waived session, before Judge 
Pierce. 

The case is reported by the Herald as 
follows: 

Emma B. Crane wants the bond that 
unites her to Charles Crane severed. 
She alleges he has beea unfaithful to 
her, and on Sept. 6, 1902, did commit 
adultery at Revere with some woman to 
her unknown. 

The husband contests and his answer 
furnishes the unusual feature. He al- 
leges the libellant and one Atwood con- 
spired to accuse him of adultery, to en- 
able the libellant to obtain a divorce; 
that Atwood called at the house in 
Quincy and afterward invited him to 
dine with him in Boston and Revere; 
that Saturday, Sept. 6, 1902, he invited 
him to meet him in Revere; that the 
libellant was informed of said meeting 
and was present at a house kept by one 
Piemental ; that upon hisarrival he was 
taken to two adjoining rooms and there 
met two women, whose names are to 
him unknown, bat whose attendance 
had been procured; that while there he 
was drugged and has no recollection of 
what theu followed until he found him- 
self ina bed and saw his wife enter 
with some man, whose name is to him 
avknowv. He denied he was guilty of 
adultery. 

The pair were married at Dorchester 
Aug. 15, 1900, und have since lived in 
Quincy. Mrs, Crane is represented by 
A. H. Bacon and F, C. Gilpatrick and 
Mr. Crane by Judge Thomas E. Grover 
and William G. A. Pattee. Six wit- 
nesses were called by the’ libellant. 

Mrs. Emma B. Crane of Quincy, the 
libellant,said she had found side combs 
ang hairpins in ber husband’s posses- 


sion. Investigated ber husband's do- 
ings. Went to Revere. Saw her hus- 
band and Atwood there. Saw Crane 


with a young woman. When she went 
into the room where her husband and 
the woman were, the woman screamed - 
caught up her clothing and ran out. 
Her husband was in bed. There were 
liquors in the room. 

Cross-examined, she said she never 
promised to pay Awood anything. 
Never had any bill from Atwood. At- 
wood did come to Quincy. Did not tell 
her husband she knew Atwood. Atwood 
wanted board at her home. First met 
Atwood at Bacon's office. Atwood at 
Quincy represented himself as an in- 
surance agent, There was no talk about 
Atwood’s compensation in Bacon’s of- 
fice. Was told before she went to Re- 
vere Beach what she was to go there 
for. Went there to catch her husband. 
Did not see Bacon at the beach. Mr.

Mayor Bryant exhibited a type 
written copy of the rules of the Retail 
Coal Dealers’ Association of New Eng- 
land, 

There were some questions by the 
committee as to the anthenticity, but 
the document was admitted. 

Mr. Bryant qnoted freely from the 
rules and commented thereon. The 
objects it seems are the protection of 
dealers by preventing consumers from 
buying direct from the mines, the 
elevation of the coal business, etc. 

It showed there was a blacklist; that 
fines were imposed; that it was im- 
possible for outsiders to enter the coal 
business; that dealers could not sell 
out of their territory; that a city could 
not buy direct; that large corporations 
cannot buy direct, and sell to employes, 
etc. 

One dealer bad told me he was will- 
ing to sell at a lower price but did not 
dare to, implying that he would be 
unable to place orders in the future. 

Mr. Bryant put the facts more forcibly 
in some cases than they are reported 
above, especially his criticism of J. F.

| Editor of the Quincy Patriot: 

Two petitions have been introduced 
in the Legislature which cannot fail to

When the sun set Thursday afternoon 
the wind died down somewhat, and it 
was decided to make an attempt to float 
the draw at high water that night. It 
was a beautiful night and aided by the 
bright moon which made it almost as 
light as day the floating was success- 
fally carried out. 

Work was commenced 
11 o’clock and by midnight the draw 
had been floated and hauled out into 
the river. No attempt was made Thurs- 
day night to place it in position but it 
was towed down into the channel where 
it was securely anchored for the night. 

Yesterday work commenced 
shortly before 11 o'clock, and at 11.50 
the 259-foot draw had been placed in 
position over the centre turret upon 
which it will swing. 

This was the most difficult part of 
the job. All it was then necessary to 
do, for the draw to set on the cradle, 
was for the tide to recede.

The next step was to bolt the struc- 
ture to the cradle, which will be done 
this afternoon. The remaining span on 
the Quincy side will then be pot in 
place and by Saturday the bridge should 
be open to foot passengers.

Fog Protects Orange Trees. 


The newest method of protecting 
orange orchards against frost, consists 
in creating an artificial fog, which 
overhangs the trees and keeps them 
from harm. It is a fact familiar 
evough, that there is no danger from 
frost on a cloudy night; the clouds pre- 
vent the rapid radiation of heat from 
the earth aud thus serve asa sort of 
blanket. A fog, which is an earth 
cloud, serves the same purpose. 

The orange growers of California 
have found out a way of making fogs 
by artifice. They can create them at 
any time within a few minutes. If the 
night starts in clear and cold, with 
prospects of frost, the fog-making 
machines are turned op, and very soon 
the orchard is enshrouded in a thick 
mist. Thus protected, the trees can 
defy even a severe frost, which under

The Socialistic movement for muni- 
cipal ownership mustered 71 
the Massachusetts House on Thursday, 
when Representative MacCartney moved 
to substitute a bill for public owner- 
ship of street railways for an adverse 
report of the committee.

| Federal Building Appropriation. 


The news from Washington is an 
agreeable surprise, that Quiucy is to 
| get an appropriation for a federal build- 
ing this spring. An omnibus public 
building bill, carrying approximately 
26,000,000, was introduced in the Na- 
tional House on Saturday, by Repre- 
sentative Mercer (Neb.) chairman of 
the house committee on public build- 
ings and grounds. 

This is the billupon which the sub- 
committee has been working for the 
past few days and will be reported from 
the full commi tee this week. 

Amesbury, Mass., is allowed $47,000. 
Provision is made for the erection and 
completion of a federal building on a} 
site now owned by the United States 
in Quincy, Mass., for which $70,000! 
is appropriated. 

Sites are authorized to be purchased 
in the cities named to cost as follows: 
Woonsocket, R I., $15,000; Portland, 
Me , $60,000; Bar Harbor, Me., $12,- 
000; Calais, Me., $12,000. 

For a temporary building at Burlit.g- 
ton, Vt , $10,000 is appropriated with 
authorization to sell the old building 
and on the completion of the new 
structure to sell the temporary building, 
the new building to cost not to exceed 
$200,000. 

Tt is said the prospects are good for 
the passage of the bill at this sesson. 
Quincy people who have been inter- 
viewed by the Patriot, hope that the 
appropriation will permit of an enlarge- 
ment of the lot already selected. Post- 
master Hammond does not know 
whether the deeds have passed for the 
lot at the corner of Washington street 
and Myple place, but thinks they have. 

The appropriation for land in Quincy 
was but $12,000. This is the same, as 
will be seen above, as is proposed for 
the little towns of Calais and Bar Lar- 
bor, Maine., and $3,000 less than for 
Woonsocket. R. I., which has practi- 
cally the same population as Quincy. 
The whole frontage from Temple street 
to Maple place is 240 feet, and many 
would like to see the whole frontage 
used. A commodious building could 
be erected for $50,000 to $60,000.

Shipping Commission Appointed 


Representative Greene of Massacbu- 
setts secured a favorable report from 
the committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries, Tuesday, saysa dispatch to the 
Herald, on his resolution providing for 
a commission to investigate the policy 
of international navigation. 

The resolution, which was, by a vote 
of 9 to 7, ordered to be reported favor- 
ably to the House, provides for a joint 
commission of Congress to investigate 
the decline of the shipping trade of the 
United States, with the purpose of pro- 
viding a remedy, and submitting the 
conclusions in the form of a bill to be 
presented tv the 58th Congress. Chair- 
man Grosvenor and Messrs. Littlefield, 
Minor and Fordney (Republicans), voted 
against a favorable report. 

The resolution is accompanied by a 
report thereon by Mr. Greene, in which 
he traces the history of the merchant 
marine of the United States, its present 
condition and the cause of its decline, 
Mr. Greene declares that the necessity 
of a full and efficient inquiry into the 
present conditions of our foreign ship- 
ping trade is plainly apparent, and that 
a remedy which shall restore the 
United States to its former supremacy 
in the shipping trade of the world 
should be found.

Historical. 


Mrs. Abigail Whitney, who died in 
Brooklyn, N. ¥., on Thursday, was a 
daughter of the late John Briesler, one 
of the most prosperous merchants in 
this town sixty-five years ago. There 
were only three stores in the centre of 
Quincy at that time. One kept by Mr. 
another by Mr. Packard, 
where the Bethany church now stands, 
and the third by Messrs. Brigham & 
Munroe, in what is now known as the 
Daily Ledger building. 

There at that time a large 
apothecary shop kept by Mrs. Thomas 
Hayden, Washington street, in 
what is now the Central House. There 
was one meat market kept by Mr. Sam- 
uel Copeland in building now used by 
Miss Hubbard for dry goods; but most 
of the meat in those days was purchased 
of butchers who sold to residents at 
their dvors. Mr. Thomas J. Nightin- 
gale did quite a prosperous business in 
that line. 

The bouse an@ store left by Mr. 
Briesler to his heirs, stood on land at 
the corner of Hancock and Granite 
streets, and is considered today to be 
the most valuable land per foot of any 
in this city.

Congress. 


Fifty-seventh Congress closed its 
labors at noon on Wednesday, having 
passed more than two thousand bills, 
and appropriated during this sersion 
$755,484,018. This congress bas enact- 
ed more laws than any in recent years, 
and laws of moment to the future 
history of tbe country.

objection was made to his taking the 
oath.

be turned to the development of their 
indostries and the other arts of peace.

The Adams Tomb. 


Probably the Adams tomb beneath 
First church will be visited by hun- 
dreds of people this summer and for 
the first time since the bodies were 
placed in the tomb, can the place be 
shown with pride, for until now the 
surroundings have been most unfitting. 

Visitors heretofore have had to go 
through the chapel basement and 
across the cellar filled with miscellane- 
ous matter to a stone wall where was a 
large stone door said to be the entrance 
to the tomb, 

All this has been changed. The 
visitor may now mount the massive 
stone steps, pass between the huge 
stone pillars to the main entrance to 
the church. From the vestibule at each 
end stairways lead below. If the party 
is large they will pass down one stair- 
way and up the other. Below is also a 
room for curios, and the old town 
hearse. The cellar has been partitioned 
off so tbat one does not now think of 
the tomb being in a cellar as it has not 
that look. 

The stone door to the tomb opens and 
inside has been placed an open work 
iron gate where one can stand and look 
into the tomb which is immaculately 
white and lighted by electricity. The 
four solid stone sarcopbagi placed in a 
row contain the bodies of John Adams, 
and his wife Abigail; John Quincy 
Adams, and bis wife Louisa Catherine. 

John Adams Chapter Daughters of 
the American Revolution have placed 
marble tablets to John and Abigail 
Adams each side of the entrance to the 
tomb, and it would be a graceful thing 
for the Quincy Iistorical society which 
occupies the John Quincy Adams birth- 
place, to place similar tablets to the 
memory of John Quincy Adams and his 
wife, as they are too illustrious not to 
bave their last resting place marked in 
apy way. 

The work should 
tablets placed outside the church, 
on each side of the centre entrance and 
this should be by the city of 
Quincy. 

In Boston memorials are talked of at 
the State House while here in our own 
city, the birthplace, home, burial 
place, there is nothing to 
where they are buried. Cannot this 
matter be considered? It would cer- 
tainly be to the credit the city to 
suitably recognize its illustrious sons. 

During last week about 100 persons 
applied for admission to view the tomb 
of the Adamses.
